September  23,  1863 
New  Orleans 

THEwide,  muddy  river  lapped  with  deceptive  laziness  at  the  foot  of  the  levee,  while  a  heavily  laden 
riverboat  ponderously  picked  a  path  through  a  bevy  of  Union  warships.  Two  hundred  yards  away,  the 
main  body  of  the  fleet  lay  anchored  midstream,  apart  from  the  city  and  its  sometimes  hostile  inhabitants. 
Squat,  ugly  gunboats  with  decks  nearly  awash  wallowed  like  swine  amid  their  more  graceful  sisters  of  the 
open  sea,  the  tall-masted,  slim-hipped  frigates.  Several  of  each  type  stood  with  steam  up  and  cleared  for 
action  should  the  occasion  warrant  it. 

A  brownish  haze  hung  over  the  city  and  the  humid  air  pressed  the  sweltering  heat  down  upon  the 
detachment  of  blue-clad  soldiers  waiting  on  the  dock  for  the  arrival  of  the  sidewheeler.  Its  once-bright 
trim  of  red  and  green  now  faded  and  chipped,  the  steamboat  resembled  some  lumbering  beast  grown 
gray  with  age  as  it  threshed  toward  them  with  towering  black  horns  spouting  smoke  and  flame.  It 
wallowed  ever  closer  until  it  cautiously  nudged  against  the  low  quay  where  the  Mississippi  touched  the 
port  city.  Great  hawsers  snaked  out  like  giant  feelers,  and  pulleys  and  blocks  creaked  above  the  shouts 
of  laborers  as  the  vessel  shouldered  closer  against  the  jetty. 

In  the  last  moments  of  their  journey,  the  passengers  had  gathered  belongings  and  pressed  forward  in 
anticipation  of  their  landing.  Each  one  seemed  to  have  a  specific  end  in  mind  and  was  working  toward  it 
with  diligence,  though  it  was  impossible  to  perceive  any  definite  goal  in  the  churning  crush  of  people. 
These  were  the  eager-to-be-rich,  the  scavengers,  the  harlots,  the  rogues  of  society  descending  upon 
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New  Orleans  to  squeeze  what  wealth  they  eould  from  her  impoverished  eitizenry,  and  as  much  as  they 
might  from  the  Yankee  invaders.  When  the  gangway  formed  a  bridge  to  land,  they  moved  as  one  body  to 
leave  the  vessel,  mdely  jostling  and  elbowing  each  other  aside  in  their  haste  until  they  found  their  progress 
halted  by  a  rank  of  Union  soldiers  who  held  them  at  bay.  A  second  rank  formed  immediately  behind  the 
first,  then  the  two  lines  of  soldiers  stepped  apart,  opening  a  corridor  from  the  cargo  deck  to  the 
gangplank.  The  first  angry  murmur  changed  to  caustic  jeers  and  catcalls  as  a  single  file  of  thin,  ragged, 
unwashed  Confederate  soldiers  began  to  pass  through  the  aisle,  shuffling  along  in  unison,  the  only  pace 
their  fetters  and  chains  would  permit.

In  the  central  theater,  Sherman  refined  his  tactics  on  a  march  through  northern 
Mississippi  to  Meridian  and  back,  while  Steel  set  out  from  Little  Rock  toward  Shreveport  to  divert  some 
of  Kirby  Smith’s  forces  away  from  Banks’s  thrust  up  the  Red  River. 

For  the  South,  there  was  little  to  cheer  about.  General  Forrest  led  his  small  band  of  cavahy  on  a  raid 
northward  through  western  Tennessee  and  Kentucky.  Bragg,  having  been  driven  back  across  the 
Chickamauga,  was  relieved  of  his  command  and  replaced  by  General  Joe  Johnson,  who  proceeded  to 
fight  a  flawless  retreat  to  Atlanta.  In  Louisiana  General  Dick  Taylor  reluctantly  fell  back  ahead  of  Banks 
and  bided  his  time  waiting  for  reinforcements. 

General  Banks,  on  the  other  hand,  proceeded  quite  leisurely  in  the  execution  of  his  campaign.  After  he 
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dallied  in  New  Orleans  to  attend  the  inauguration  festivities,  he  joined  his  troops  in  Alexandria,  arriving  by 
steamer,  and  ordered  them  to  mareh  on  the  twenty-ninth,  while  he  himself,  an  ex-politieian,  stayed  to 
witness  the  April  first  election.  He  chose  the  easier  form  of  travel  once  again  and  joined  his  men  the 
evening  of  the  second.  Finally,  on  the  sixth.  General  Banks  and  his  troops  marched  out  of  Natchitoches 
on  what  was  designed  to  be  the  last  leg  of  their  journey.  Their  aim  was  to  take  Shreveport  and  it  was 
obvious  to  Banks,  and  he  said  as  much,  that  the  Confederacy  could  field  no  army  capable  of  defeating 
his  thirty  thousand-plus,  tried  and  hue,  brave  and  blue. 

But  Dick  Taylor  had  reached  the  end  of  his  tether  and  refused  to  leave  his  state  without  a  battle.  The 
place  was  Sabine  Crossroads,  and  many  a  Union  soldier  would  remember  the  name  henceforth  with  a 
shudder.  It  was  here  that  Banks  allowed  his  lengthy  column,  the  units  separated  by  two-  and 
three-mile-long  wagon  trains,  to  be  attacked  by  a  determined  force  of  some  nine  thousand  Confederates.
